NON-ALIGNED DRAFT RES ON EXTENSION OF UNEF'S MANDATE 
INCORPORATING REFERENCE TO ALL UNEF RESES AS REQUESTED 
BY USG AND AGREED TO BY EGYPT. FORMAL SC MEETING SCHEDULED 
FOR 4:00PM. APRIL 17. AND SC PRES (FRANCE) WILL INTRODUCE 
RES ON BEHALF OF COUNCIL. BULK OF CONSULTATIONS WAS 
TAKEN UP BY QUESTIONS FROM SOVIET REP OVINNIKOV (AMB 
MALIK INDISPOSED) ON POINTS IN SYG'S REPORT ON UNEF 
COVERING: FREEDOM OF MOVEMENT, UN PROTESTS TO PARTIES, 

RATIO OF LOGISTIC TO LINE TROOPS, AND ECONOMY. SENIOR 
SECRETARIAT PEACEKEEPING OFFICIALS, WHO HAD BEEN ASKED 
BY SC PRES TO BE PRESENT, RESPONDED FULLY AND COURTEOUSLY 
TO BARRAGE OF SOVIET QUESTIONS, WITHOUT AT ALL DEROGATING 
FROM SYG'S AUTHORITY. (LIMITED OFFIVIAL USE-USUN 1223) 

PEACEKEEPING- 
PEACEKEEPING NEGOTIATIONS CONTINUED APRIL 10 AND 1 1 IN 
QUADRIPARTITE AND WORKING GROUP (WG) FORUMS. SOME PROGRESS 
OCCURRED IN LATTER. AS SOVIETS DROPPED THEIR INSISTENCE 
ON ENSHRINING "EQUITABLE GEOGRAPHIC REPRESENTATION" 

IN GUIDELINES INTRODUCTION LONG AS IT WAS DEALT WITH 
ADEQUATELY IN LATER PARA, AND FRENCH TABLED ART. 29 
COMITE GUIDELINE COVERING COMITE THAT WOULD BE BOTH OPTIONAL 
AND ADVISORY. IN QUADRIPARTITE MEETING. USDEL INDICATED 
IT COULD ACCEPT PARALLEL DISCUSSION OF SUPERVISORY PROCEDURES 
AND OTHER GUIDELINES BUT COULD NOT AGREE TO GIVE FORMER 
PRIORITY. BRITISH AND FRENCH TOOK SAME LINE, SOVIETS AT 
LENGTH ACQUIESCED, AND IT WAS AGREED THAT FOUR-POWER TALKS 
WOULD COVER BOTH AREAS WHILE WG WOULD CONTINUE TO MEET 
REGULARLY ON GUIDELINES. 

APRIL 14 FOUR-POWER MEETING, HOWEVER, REVEALED EVEN GREATER 
SOVIET UNWILLINGNESS TO COMPROMISE ON ISSUES THEY CONSIDER 
IMPORTANT THAN HAD PREVIOUSLY BEEN APPARENT. ALLOWING FOR 
POSSIBILITY SOVIETS ARE BLUFFING, US AND UK DELS BELIEVE 
USSR IS NOT PREPARED TO PAPER OVER ISSUES OF CRITICAL 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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IMPORTANCE TO IT IN ORDER TO REACH AGREEMENT. TWO CRUCIAL 
POINTS ON WHICH SOVDEL WAS ADAMANT WERE: A) NECESSITY OF 
INCLUDING GUIDELINE TO EFFECT EQUITABLE GEOGRAPHIC 
REPRESENTATION APPLIES TO "CONTROL AREAS" FOR 
PEACEKEEPING OPERATIONS AS WELL AS TO FORCE COMPOSITION, 

AND B) NEED FOR GUIDELINE ON SYG TO STATE EXPLICITLY 
THAT SYG'S AUTHORITY DERIVES FROM CHARTER ART. 99, 1.E., 

THAT SYG HAS NO POWERS IN PEACEKEEPING CONTEXT EXCEPT 
THOSE ESPECIALLY DELEGATED BY SC. (CONFIDENTIAL— USUN 
1200, 1226) 
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UNICEF/UNHCR PROGRAM FOR INDOCHINA- 

USUN'S UNDERSTANDING IS THAT ALMOST ALL UNICEF/UNHCR 
ACTIVITY ON INDOCHINA PENINSULA TO DATE HAS EMERGED AS 
CONSEQUENCE OF EXISTING PROGRAMS AND VERY LITTLE IF 
ANYTHING HAS BEEN "NEW", ALTHOUGH DIRECTION AND COMPOSITION 
OF AID IN SVN AND CAMBODIA HAS CHANGED TO REFLECT SHIFT FROM 
REHABILITATION TYPE PROIECTS TO EMERGENCY RELIEF. 

USUN ALSO UNDERSTANDS BOTH UNICEF AND UNHCR HAVE TEAMS 
IN SAIGON AND HANOI TO WORK OUT DETAILS OF "NEW" PROGRAM 
IN SVN AND PRG TERRITORY WHICH WILL PRESUMABLY CONCENTRATE 
ON RELIEF, AND THAT DIMENSIONS OF "NEW" PROGRAM WILL NOT 
BE KNOWN FOR ANOTHER 10 DAYS OR TWO WEEKS, AT WHICH TIME 
SPECIFIC DOLLAR TARGET FIGURE WILL BE MADE KNOWN. IT 
IS NOT CLEAR YET WHETHER PLEDGES MADE AGAINST SYG'S 
APPEAL WILL ALL BE PUT IN SEPARATE POT FOR "NEW" PROGRAM
